A18 


By Rob Perez 


rperez@staradvertiser.com 


t was late 1991, and the Kame- 


hameha Schools community 

was still reeling from the sui- 

cide of a psychiatrist who 

had treated hundreds of its 
students from the late 1950s to the 
early ’80s. 

On Halloween that year, Dr. Rob- 
ert Browne shot himself — shortly 
after a former student confronted 
him about alleged abuse from years 
earlier, according to court records. 

In the years after the suicide, 
school officials would hear of more 
allegations that Browne, a psychi- 
atric consultant to Kamehameha, 
had sexually molested troubled 
male students during private coun- 
seling sessions, often at his sound- 
proof office at St. Francis Medical 
Center. 

Kamehameha’s then-president 
and secondary school principal 
were among those who were told of 
the accusations. In the president’s 
case, he eventually concluded the 
first allegations he heard were cred- 
ible and acknowledged concerns
